The recent decision of

have been taxed, prompted Judge Rombéu- 
er to investigate the subject as applied to 
the St. Louis public schools. 

He found that the statutes provided for 
the taxation of the franchises of ali cor- 
porations doing business in Missouri at 
their full value and, as a portion of all 
Buch taxes collected reverted to the board 
of education of St. Louis, that the pub- 
lic schools would therefore receive an im- 
mense amount of money annually in addi- 
tion to that which they receive at present, 
if the law were enforced. 

In pursuing his investigations, Judge 
Rombauer wrote to Secretary of State Sam- 
vel B. Cook, a member of the board, who 
replied that the law did provide for the tax- 
a@tion of franchises at their full value, 
but that he did not know whether this pro- 
vision could be enforced. 

Judge Rombauer reached the opinion that 
it could be enforced, however, and in his 
report to the board of education Tuesday 
night recommended that proceedings be 
instituted to compel its enforcement. 

The report was unaniinously adopted. 

Wednesday morning Judge Rombauer told 
the Post-Dispatch that he intended to con- 
sult with the city authorities at once to 
ascertain if they would join the Board of 
Education im instituting the proceedings. 

“There is only one thing to do,’ Judge 
Rombauer said. ‘‘That is to apply for a 
writ of mandamus to compe! the Board ot 
Equalization to tax these franchises prop- 
eriy. if the city does not care to join in 
my application the board can do it alone.

Rathbun had confessed that to Miss 111- 
lie Pryor of Little Rock, to whom he pro- 
|posed marriage before he met the present 
Mrs. Rathbun, he explained how he could 
get rich. He was then earning only $24 a 
jmonth as a recruiting officer at iittle 
Rock. He would have his life insured, 
desert from the army, and have a s’'iff 
turned up as that of Miieslt. 

Then, after she had collected the insur- 
ance he would arrange to live with her 
under an assumed name. 

After a while he figured he could repeat 
the scheme and in time amass a consider- 
able fortune from the fraudulent coilection 
of life insurance. 

Rathbun was then “sweated” by the chief 
and made this statement: 

“I have only told you part of the truth 
so far. I arranged this matter with my wife 
in Little Rock long ago. I told her that I 
would find a corpse and that she was to 
telegraph for it to be buried and then col- 
lect the insurance, and in time I would de- 
Ssert again from the army and meet her at 
some place and we would divide it.” 


Tae Mystery 

Almost Solved. 

The above statement, made by Newel C. 
tathbun, almost solves the mystery of the 
murder and insurance plot which may send 
its author to the scaffold. The only link 
in the chain of evidence against Rathbun 
now lacking is positive knowledge of the 
cause of Charlss Goodman's death, the man 
who was registered in the Falls City Hotei 
as Newel ©. Rathbun, found dead last 
Thursday morning, and whose body is now 
Undergoing a post-mortem examination at 
Little Roc rk. 

Chief of Pulice Sullivan made this state-

These facts are now clear in y mind: 
First, that the murdered mance aunt 
name is Charles Goodman, and that he 
cume here from Evansville. 

Second, that the murdered man had no 
idea of the real nature of the plot, and 
that he was so constantly plied with drugs 
or intoxicants that he was in a stupor 
om ne time that aRthbun first got hold 

“Third, that Rathbun’s story of a thir 
man in the plot by the name of ET | 
is a myth, and that he worked the en- 
tire thing out by himself and at the prop- 
cr time put an end to Goodman's lite. 

I also think that Rathbun had at least 
one confederate in Little Rock. The con- 
federate’s part was to get hold of the 
corpse and declare it to be Rathbun and 
then have it buried. I rather expect some 
arrests will be made in Little Rock.” 


Tracing the Purchase 
of Laudanum. 

Efforts are now making to determine the 
cause of Goodman's death. 

The coroner of Jeffersonville having said 
that the dead man at the Falls City Hotei 
came to his end through laudanum poison- 
ing, it is evident that if it can be learned 


that Rathbun bought laudanum any time 
before that fatal trip to Jeffersonville, the 
only missing link in the chain of evidence 
will be supplied. Detectives Donahue and 
Ross were therefore instructed to select a 
number of policemen and have the proprie- 
tors of every drug store in the city ques- 
tioned. If any man with a long beard, for 
Rathbun wore a beard until the morning 
after the murder, bought laudanum at a 
Louisville drug store during the last ten 
days, it will probably be learned. The Jef- 
fersonville authorities are, in the same 
wey. visiting the drug stores across the 
river. 


Police Expect 
a Full Confession. 

The police think that Rathbun will break 
down and tell the whole story. The pria- 
oner, Kathbun, is slender, long-armed, ner- 
vous-looking, with low-growing hair and Le, 
blue eyes that look straight at a man when 


he talks, At first glance one is impressed by 
his likeness to the picture of Molyneaux, 
the man who figured in the mysterious 
New York polsoning case. 

In his confession Rathbun said that it 
was his intention to keep Goodman drunk 
for several days and finally ‘“‘fix’’ him with 
chloroform. “If I had killed him at all,” 
said he, “I would have used chloroform.”’ 

Rathbun went on to tell how he and 
Goodman took a number of drinks together 
on Wednesday night, that Goodman got 
drunk and died in the hotel room in Jeff- 
ersonville, where Rathbun had taken him. 
He states that after he found the man 
dead he put the letters addressed to him- 
self in the pockets of the clothing of the 
dead man and then left the hotel. 

He was pressed to admit that he had 
given Goodman poison, but said: 

we tell you that the newspapers will 
come out saying that I confessed it and 
that will turn public sympathy against me 
and I will stand no chance.’ 

iAfter making this remark he began to 
ask questions as to capital punishment in 
Indiana. 

Rathbun, dur'ng the several stories he 
has told the detectives, states that he came 
to Louisville Saturday, Nov. 2, from Platts- 
burg. N. Y¥., where he deserted the United 
States army. He registered at the SBt. 
Cloud Hotel as W. L. Ten Eyke. He spent 
several days loafing about town and then 
met Goodman, as has been described. 


Hotel Owner Says 
There Were Three Men. 

Frank Ogden, proprietor of the Falls City 
Hotel, in Jeffersonville, where Rathbun 
lured the tramp, Goodman, to death, is 
positive that three men figure in the mys- 
tery. He said this morning:

Altogether, Rathbun’'s features are a surprising mixture of weakness and strength. 
His chin is firm set and denotes determination. But the eyes are unsteady, shiftiess 
and continually drooping. The cheek bones are prominent, and when Rathbun bites 


his lips his face is drawn as if screwed in a vice. 


Rathbun is the personification of vanity. His valise when searched contained a 
modern style shirtwaist, a powder rag, 4 Senerous-supply of cosmetics. Rathbun posed 


as a ladies’ man. 


His effects contained a picture showing him in the center of a group of young 
women. Another photograph found was that ofa girl living presumably in Buffalo. 


He has a mellow voice, and always talks in the most subdued tones. 


He talks 


about his crime with the same nonchalent air that one would discuss the weather. Oc- 
casionally he hesitates before answering @ question. Though he has made damaging 
admissions, he has not made a confession as to Goodman's death.

Marks on the 
Body of the Dead. 

The dead man had auburn hair, which 
was inclined to curl. A reporter for The| 
Times viewed the body repeatedly and has 


a vivid recollection of it. 


The cheek bones were prominent in ac- 
count of the absence of flesh. The forehead 
was high and the face was rather a pleas- 
ing one. The man had very little beard. It 
would have been possible for him to have 

one for two or three weeks without shay- 


ng. 

Bn the left forearm there were two scars 
the size of 59-cent pieces, resembling burns 
that had healed. There was a broad filled | 
gold ring on the finger of the corpse. The, 
ring convained no 1. . cripuon. 

In the pocket of the coat given the man 
by Rathbun was a time table of the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Railroad. Plattsburg, N. 
Y., where Rathbun had been in charge of 
the recruiting station. | 

The waistband of the man’s trousers had 
no buttons, and sticks end pins were used 
to hold the ends of his suspenders. The 
man’s shirt was white cotton and had a/| 
thin blue stripe. In his pockets were three | 
badly soiled ties. The brown checked coat 
and vest discarded by him when given the, 
new coat and vest by Rathbun had been | 
made in San Antonio, Tex. 

His hat was of the cigarette style and 
had seen long service. udging from the 
man’s garments he was a typical tramp. 


Story of the Clerk 
of Salvation Army Hotel. 

Before Rathbun confessed the fact Mr. 
Pelton, the night clerk at the Salvation 
Army Hotel, told the following story, go- 
ing to show that Goodman was the victim 
in the case: 

About noon last Wednesday Goodman 
entered the hotel and remarked that he 
had “just met an easy mark’’ who had 
given him a quarter. “Il have got an en- 
gagement with him at 7 o'clock tonight 
and he is going to show me how to make 
some money, continued Goodman. 

Shortly before 7 o'clock Pelton saw 
Goodman meet a man answering Rath- 
bun's description in front of the hotel. 
Detective Donahue followed the clew and 
found that the two men who answer the 
descriptions of Katnbun and Goodman ap- 
peared in the Falls City Hotel in Jeffer- 
sonville about 8 o'clock. Rathbun regist- 
ered for both and they were assigned to 
different rooms. 

In about half an hour they appeared in 
the office’ and the hotel clerk says that 
the man whom Rathbun had said was Ten 
Eyke had on a different coat and vest than 
when he went to the room. He had also 
added a collar and necktie to his attire. 
The two left the hotel, saying they wouid 
return. 

According to Pelton’s story, Goodman 
returned to the Salvati@:i Army Hotel 
shortly after 9 o'clock with a new coat 
and vest on, and aiso a collar and tie. 
Pelton says he joked him about the change 
in his appearance, and Goodman said he 
had got the clothes from the o—- mark” 
he had met in the morning. oodman 
told Pelton to check him o 
oing to spend the night in 
is new friend. 

Goodman went out In a short time and 
has not been seen since. 


Rathbun May Be 
an Old Offender. 

Rathbun made his statements in a matter- 
of-fact way.

To tne Post-Dispatch Chief Sullivan ad- 
vanced the theory that Rathbun is not the 
prisoner's real name. 

‘It is m yopinion,’’ said the chief, ‘‘that 
he has masqueraded under other names, and 
before the investigation is ended it will be 
shown that this man is an adept swindler, 
that he has practiced insurance frauds be- 
fore, and has resorted to many methods to 
accomplish his purposes.”’ 

The police of five cities are bending their 
energies to the solution of the Rathbun 
case. 

Indiana, Kentucky and Arkansas are di- 
rectly interested. The St. Louis police will 
be asked to lend assistance, as Goodman is 
said to have been there some time before 
he came to Louisville. 

Indisputable proof that the dead man is 
Charles Goodman was furnished today by 
Snyder and a man by the name of 
Bloch, both of Evansville, Ind. They are 
tramps and traveled about’a great deal 
with Goodman. 

They saw him last in Evansville about a 
month ago. Soon after Goodman left there 
and went to St. Louis. Snyder heard from 
him regularly. , 

Goodman arrived in Louisville on the 
morning of Oct. 29. After wandering about 
town several days he went to the Salvation 
Army barracks, where he was accommodat- 
ed with lodging Here he stayed until he 
fell in with Rathbun. 


CAUSE OF DEATH !S HIDDEN. 


The Embalming of the Body Makes 
the Investigation Futile. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 122.—Coroner 
Young and Dr. Hudspetch and the coro- 
ner’s jury spent two hours at the Cook Un- 
dertaking establishment dtscussing how 
they should proceed with the inquest over 
the remains of the mysterious man sup- 
posed to be those of Newell C. Rathbun. 
When it was suggested that a post-mortem 
be held, Undertaker Cook asked one of the 
physicians what was expected to be dis- 
closed by such an examination. The doctor 
replied that they wanted to ascertain if the 
man had been poisoned. Mr. Cook explained 
that the bod'y was embalmed about a week 
ago and that it was impossible for the phy- 
sicilans to discover if the man had been 
poisoned or not. 

‘Then what are we here for,’ asked one 
of the jurymen. ‘“‘We want to know if this 
man was murdered,’ said Coroner Young. 
A deputy sheriff present remarked: “Il think 
we are here to find out if the body is that 
of Newel C. Rathbun.” The coroner agreed 
that this was the most important question 
for the jury to decide, and then invited 
each of the 12 men to take a good look at 
the body. About one hour was spent in- 
specting the re mains. 

Mr. Sam Powell, agent for the insurance 
company in which Rathbun has his two 
policies, suggested that the best way to 
solve the mystery was to bring the man 
whom the Louisville authorities have in 
eustody and who admits that he is Rath- 
bun, to Little Rock. Efforts to carry cut

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MITER AFFIRMED TUESDAY. 
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HE IS OUT ON $3500 BOND 


Surety Is W. J. Barker, Whose Quali- 
fication Papers. and Address Have 
Not Been Found. 


Police searched all of Tuesday night for 
Maurice Brennan, the dynamiter, whose | 
ten-year sentence was affirmed in the 
Supreme Court Tuesday. 

Brennan is out on a bond for $3500, signed 
by William J. Barber. 

Brennan, James Schwartz and Fred 
Northway were arrested on the charge of 
destreying a portion of the Olive stre>t 
railroad, which during the street railway 
strike, more than a year ago, was a cable 
line. 

All were indicted and obtained severances. 
Brennan and Northway stood trial and 
were sentenced to ten years in the peni- 
tentiary. Schwartz had been released on 
a bond of $1000, and when he learned of the 
severe punishment given to his confeder- 
ates, he jumped his bond. The polics 
have not s-en him since. 

Northway is the only one of tne trio who 


is ccrtain to be punished. Brennan’s at- 
torneys went to the Supreme Court where 
his appeal was pending and obtained a 
mandamus writ requiring a bond to be 
taken for him. 

The bond is on file with the other papers 


‘in the oftice of Clerk Carr of the Criminal | 


Court. it is signed by William J. Barber. 
Iiis address is not on the bond and his 
qualificat.on papers can not be found. 

Clerk Carr stated that the bond was 
taken by one of the judges at the court 
house and that he does not remember of 
ever having seen the qualification papers. 

In recent years some criminals have 
escaped punishment by giving bond pend- 
ing appeal and have disappeared after ad- 
verse dec.sions. None of these bonds have: 
ever been collected so far as Four Courts 
attaches remen.ber, though they were all 
declared forfeited and the machinery of the 
law was set in force to collect them. 

Charles Abels, the confidence man, was 
convicted and sentenced to five ycars in 
the penitentiary. He was released cn a 
bond for $250 signed by James H. Cronin, 
now speaker of tne House of Delegates, and 
David Murphy, former judge of the Court 
of Criminai Correction. Though more than 
two years have elapsed since Ables escaped 
the bond haa never been paid. 

Elmer E. sheetz, convicted after repeated 
attempts, escaped after he had furnished 
a bond signed by John H. Vette. At the 
time the bond was taken Sheetz deposited a 
large sum of money with Vette, Dut not_ 
so much as the sum mentioned !{n the bond.

In his Chicago address James B. Dill, “the godfather of the 
trusts,’’ gave small comfort to those who fear the great com- 
binations and consolidations of capital in industrial undertak- 
ings. He foresees the continuance of the process as ‘a part 
of the growth and expansion of the American nation,” and “‘es- 
Sentially a part of the aggressive American policy of commercial 
Ssupremacy.’’ He is inclined to think that there will come a great 
controlling financial institution under the United States law and 
controlled by the United States government. 

Mr. Dill thinks the most imminent danger to the public les in 
the tendency of industrial combinations to go into politics and 
legislation. He wants the trusts utilized and restraineal as es- 
sential elements of industrial success. 

In the matter of remedies, Mr. Dill has nothing definite to sug- 
gest except publicity, which would undoubtedly be a Ffestraint 
and would serve as a basis for regulative legislation. Enlight- 
ened public opinion must provide proper restraints. 

Those who know most about the trust problem can do little 
more at present than define it and point out the dangers of the 
process and of hasty and ill-considered legislation. How to 
eliminate the evils of combination without dislocating business, 
in other words, how to utilize the power of combination for the 
welfare of all the people is a problem to be solved and requiring 
for its solution the highest wisdom. 

But at least one thing can be done—the evil of monopolistic 
privilege may be removed. 
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President Roosevelt takes the civil service law seriously. He 
actually thinks an applicant should show special fitness before he 
gives him a job. The rough rider is full of droll notions.

SMOKE AND TREES. 


“St. Louis should be one of the most beautiful of cities in the 
matter of trees, instead of one of the most barren,” says Gen. 
John W. Noble in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. “It is because of 
the cloud of smoke that constantly envelops the city. The smoke 
is full of fumes of sulphur and they are fatal to young trees 
and every other form of vegetable life.’’ 

Gen. Noble speaks from an intimate knowledge of forestry and 
trees. We cannot expect to have a beautiful city with trees, 
and we cannot hope for trees to flourish in an atmosphere of 
smoke. 

The speedy and thorough abatement of the smoke nuisance is 
a condition precedent to any substantial improvement in the ap- 
pearance of the city. 

Experience in the other cities proves conclusively that smoke 
consumers are perfectly practicable. It need not take much time 
to abate the nuisance, since the means of abatement are ready 
at hand. An earnest, persistent effort on the part of those 
charged with the execution of the law will soon bring relief. 
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The offer of Montana legislators to serve without pay in order 
that their great new state shall be properly represented at the 
World’s Fair is an evidence of the large and growing interest 
in the Exposition of 1968. No state, old or new, can afford to 
stay out of it.

N taking up Mrs. Stone’s “Study” the 
() reader thinks of Cleon, the poet who 
wrote ‘“‘three books on the soul, 
proving absurd all written hitherto and 
putting us to ignorance again."’ 
But it soon appears that Mrs. Stone is not 
bent on proving anything absurd and she 
does not put us to ignorance again. What 


we know is left us, and if the sum of 
knowledge is not much increased the reader 
is stimulated by some very valuable sug- 
gestions which proveke thought; and who 
thinks, even wrorgly, will make some pro- 
gress. 

The author’s definit on of the soul is “‘that 
mysterious entity which makes the differ- 
ence between the living and the dead body. 
As there remains no longer any action, 
thought, emotion after this mysterious en- 
tity has departed, it is must reasonable to 
assume that soul is the origin of these 
thoughts, acts and emotions.’’ The book is 
not a string of dogmatic assertions; it is 
a reasonable inquiry, pursued from the as- 
@imp'ion that the soul is. Granting the 
premise the logical conclusions are oiTered 
ae ae sting places, preliminaries for fresh in- 
quiry. 

The powers of the mysterious entity are 
grouped in four classes; the first, grounded 
in the senses, the second in the intellect 
and the will—all that appears in conscious- 
ness—the third in the suboonsciougness. 
The fourth the author calls ‘‘claimed w- 
ers,’ and are not yet fully defined. *hey 
are those said to be manifested in dreams, 
visions and all the other so-called occult 
phenomena. 

These groups are examined one by one in 
an orderly, logical fashion, with results 
more or less satisfying. It will seem to 
many that Mrs. Stone grants too much 
weight to fanciful hypotheses, like Du 
Maurier’s ‘‘dreaming true,’’ but-she usual- 
ly has good reasons to give for thus digni- 
thew J guesses. The guess may be a happy 
inspiration. Science owes much to good 
guessers. In the more practical and im- 
mediate plane of inquiry the author sup- 
plies hints which anyone can follow and 
test. There is nothing esoteric in them. 

But whatever may be the value of the 
conclusions, in one respect at least the book 
is a sound contribution to education. 
“Know Thyself’ is an injunction which in- 
cludes all education. To know the self is to 
know the soul; to know the soul is to un- 
fold its powers and bring them to consclous- 
ness; and they can be unfolded only by ex- 
ercise. On this Mrs. Stone speaks with con- 
fidence. The world is a gymnasium for the 
soul. Let us provide the proper exercise, 
that the self may become athletic spirit- 
ually and morally as well as physically. 

These exercises aré through the senses 
which should be properly cultivated. Why 
should any y be unable to distinguis 
the niceties of color? Training in childhood 
might strengthen any weakness in this re- 
spect and judgment and tasfté would cer- 
tainly be improved. Exercise through the 
motor nerves and control of muscles— 
Clumsiness is of the soul as well as of 
the body. The body and motor nerves,make 
a part of the gymnasium. Exercise through 
control of the organs, through the judg- 
ment and memory, through art, morality— 
everything in short is designed for service 
to the self and should be made to serve. 
in use there is life; in disuse there is death. 

The best quotable passage in the book is 
the following: “The soul's highest develop- 
ment consists in its ability to discern clear- 
ly in every direction, and to accomplish; 
never in its ability to absorb.’’ Which is 
the modern rendering of the old maxim: 

‘With all thy getting get understenees 
—understanding throug work through 
thought, through speech, through the ex- 
ercise of all the faculties. 

This is the thought one gathers from the 
book, which was well worth writing. The 
reader may think the author wastes time 
and space persing Se the Reine. But the point 
is ae s. reac and that is the ob- 
ject. ("A Practical Sfudy of the Soul,’ 
by Mrs. C H. Stone.

Twent-yNinth Contest Be- 


tween Prifceton and the 
Blue Will Be Close One. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Novy. 13.—Interest in the 
Yale-Princeton football game, to be played 
Saturday, is increasing as the day of the 
contest approaches. Collegians and footbal! 
enthusiasts generally in this city are mak- 
ing arrangements to run down to New 
Haven for the battle, and the railroads are 
preparing to handle several extra trains for 
the occasion, 

Among the brokers down in Wall street 
betting on the resylt is wanting its usual 
life, owing to the uncertainty of the out- 
come. On form the elevens appear to be 
evenly matched, but there is a prevalent 
feeling that Yale will win. Even money is 
the best that is offered on the blue, now- 
ever. 

The game will be the 29th annual con- 
test between the Yale and Princeton elev- 
ens. Since the preseat form of the game 
was adopted Yale has won 12 times and 
Princeton nine. 

Yale's victory over the Tigers last faa- 
son was its first defeat of Princeton on 
the latter’s home grounds. If Princeton can 
win at New Haven this season it will be 
an additional feather in the cap of Old 
Nassau.

Yale lost five men of its last season's rush 
line, but the two big freshmen, Hogan 
(tackle) and Glass (guard), are just such 
players as were needed to fill the vacan- 
cles.

At Princeton they think they have the 
advantage in the backfield. Albert Meier, 
who has been the most promising candidate 
for quarterback, will be out of it. for the 
season, it Is said, owing to injury4%in prac- 
tice Saturday. Freeman, however, has been 
playing excellently in that position, and 
Meier's loss will fortunately not be seri- 
ously felt. 

Yale’s backs are heavier than Prince- 
ton's, but the Tiger runners are faster. 
Yale, too, has shown a weakness in the 
kicking department, and unless a punter 
is discovered In a day or two Princeton 
will have all the advantage in this par- 
ticular.> Yale will miss Bloomer and Hale 
from their tackle back play. 

Prificeton coaches have the following to 
say of the Tiger eleven: 

“Princeton has one of the best teams it 
has had for years. The men are big, fast 
and aggressive. 

Since the Lafayette game there has been 
marked improvement, but much remains 
to be done. One week ago the line did not 
charge hard and fast as a unit. The men 
played too high both on offense and dc- 
fense. They did not put enough vim into 
thelr plays, they lined up slowly and did 
not follow the game as they should. 

The team had not even reached its max- 
imum development in the West Point game. 
The prooties showing this week, however, 
has indicated that the faults mentioned 
will not be present in the Yale game, and 
by Saturday it is expected that the eleven 
will be thoroughly fit. The back field has 
shown greatest improvement. 

With the team In good condition and with 
plenty of weight, speed and aggressiveness 
we have every reason to feel encouraged 
over the outlook for Saturday.
